"Dr. .MacDougall holds that wo wn, 
Willi arllflciil t-ell.s. Koive some of the 
pi;oblc!ins which oeein- In living eel!s. 
but whleh cannot lie .solved in the liv- 
liK lells beeimse they are too siiwiil. 
and chemical analysis is difficult." Dr. 
.\foravek explained yesterday In com- 
menting upon this discovery. "Thei-e- 
foro we made artlfcla.l cells whieii 
arc big enough for elieinical Invustlca- 
tlon. Dr. MncDniignll carried out the 
phj'slologlcnl part of the work, .and I 
did the chemical part, including the 
7>repa4-atlon nf the cell w-nlls. The 
main ilifflrulty 1 cnconiueiod wii.; to 
bring Into solution a suh.iinnce which 
is foun* in all living cells and which 
cannot be dissolved — Cholesterol. The 
results of our work showed that 
cholesterol in the cell walls Is the 
substance which regulates acidity." 

At McGin, Dr. Moravek Is working 
wltli Blgno, minute water plants, and 
will study how they aflHimilato cai-flioii 
diojtldc and -w-iter, from which they 
manufaculre sugar and alarch. This 
proceiis, he explained, has been ih-- 
scribed in many works, but wli'le 
scientists know the beginning of the 
process and the results, tho Inter- 
mediate processes' are not decided . 

Dr. .Monivek hnw assisted Prof, 
niehia In Czecho-Slo\'ak:a in the mak- 
ing of scientific films, and Is greatly 
Interested In the films made ljy Prof- 
fessor V. B. IJoyd, director of the 
Biological nulldlng at McGlU, which 
he polnUi out record actual discoveries 
made by Prof, Lloyd. He considers 
the films of Prof. TJoyd and Prof. 
Ulehla among the finest produced to- 
day. Scientific films arc being iisiiil 
more and mora m Kiirope, he stale;], 
almost every hlgli school in Germany 
having a projection room. The c.ii- 
alogue of German scientific films has 
the bulk of a ra{r-iilzed maganine.

This can hardly be , stated of any 
other writer." Miss Sime, l.^st even- 
ing, paid this tribute to the poet and 
lievellsi, Thomas I lardy, in her sec- 
iiiifl of a series of seven lectine.s being 
t.ven in Ihc Association Hall of the 
Ciiiitrul V..M.C.A. 

In spite of thl.« great i|iinlity Hardy, 
in ,^1."^ >-;1iii';'h i,p tiliin. < aii not bi 
classed as being one of the gri-atcst 
writers. "Ills l-ick of joyfulness. of 
cnthusi.'iMlc irealmeni, does not al- 
low hini to be classed as such; 1 
certain i,Tiinnes-i ;,■ rvailes lis worki« — 
we like bis fools hut we do no', love 
them we iio those of Thac'rcvray's 
creation." He is the pet author of a 
certain few who find 1" their llvei n 
running counterpart of Hardy's own 
sad spirit. 

Thomas Hardy was born in the 
year 1S40 and in ISTI wrote h's flrs'v 
novel. Until tho .lîçe of 25 he was ar. 
architect by profe.«slon and for this 
reason there m.iy be detected In h s 
literary productions a certain soli- 
darity, a soiindnes.i) and a unity not 
unlike that which .a good architect 
would give to h s work. At tho above 
ago he decided to become 9 llici-ary 
critic — having always pursued ;it,.-; . 
ary studies with foiidness— and froi.n 
this he. drifted :nto literature. Diirlng 
iho years ho acted as a critic he pro- 
diiced several poems of merit but this 
poetic gift he always kept in i-ontrol 
durimr his years ns a novel si. Un- 
like that of .Meredith little Is know:i 
of his early life. He wrote no auto- 
biography and from his ow-n works 
little know-ledge can be cïli-actod 
concerning his' own life. Ho was no: 
educated in either ot thi. i^reat Kns- 
llsli schools, as wp nilKht be expect- 
ed, nor was he the product of any or 
the cduuitlonul scats nt learning. 
Much conjecture hns been raised 
whether he would have becoiiie 
greater novelist, and a greater jioet. 
had hi.s education been inore extend- 
ed, in .Mi.w Simc's opinion, an ex- 
tended education would certainly have 
made a change in his literature. It 
would have been different, but ho 
would not have then shown such -, 
groat range of information as he did. 
■'n his w-rltlngs. His knowledso would 
then have become more Intensive, yei 
at the same time more narrow. 

Hardy, as .Mli.,- Siiiie stated, was like 
.Moreiiilh's modern day writer. Indeed, 
In the lecturer's opinion, these two 
writer's arc the fathers of our present 
day fiction. These two authors In- 
culcated In their wrltlnps the phlloso- 
phiciil note w-hlcli pervades contempo- 
rary literature. Hardy may bo said to 
be the first to Inject Into literature the 
scientific bent which later was to so 
dominate other author's creations. 

His literary productions w-erc, as 
tho.se of Meredith's classified as com- 
ing from three periods in his life— 
of youth, nuiturity and old age. In 
the first period belong "Under the 
Greenwood Tree." "A I'alr of Blue 
lOyes," and --rar I'Voiii The 
•Madding Crowd". TbrouBh this last- 
named novel he ruiichod popularity. 
This novel has a relatively happy end- 
ing, which In .Ml.ss Slinu's opinion. Is 
necessary for any novel to have, to be- 
come a great success. This novel. In 
the speakur's oiilnlon is the one which 
the future decades will pi-ubably read. 

In the second period, was classified 
•The Ilcturn Of The Native'.', "The 
Woodlanders", and several others. In 
this period the writer is seen to be 
passing through a stage where his 
faith seems to be shattered, to some 
extent. 

In tho third period of his life, 
Hardy, claims Miss Sime, does not do 
justice to his earlier works, "His brain 
wii« workliiK well, hut his thoughts 
dill not halaiiL-e with hl.s eniotion.s". 
His Inielllgenl vlewpnini has become 
too iiiiicli Ihe master uf his eiiiutional 
outlook on life. Ills women characters 
become too Intellectual, and i-euders 
do not care lo seu much intelligence In 
this sex,

International Scholarships. 

AVhen we approach the question of 
International scholarships for grad- 
uates, we are confronted by several 
problems: On what scholastic basis 
and on wliai pyographlcal basi.s to 
award scliolarsliips, the method to 
grant them, and, Incidentally, the 
means to grant them. 

The Committee make the follow- 
ing suggestions:' 

That In time It might be possible, 

(1) That ten annual .scliolar.shlps, 
of a value of $1500.00 each, for a 
year's post graduate work at some 
university approved by the 6. N. U. S 
lixecutlve, bo granted on the follow- 
iiiK geographlcid basis.

(2) That the raising of this sum be 
directed by the C. N. U. S. executive 
along the following lines:

3. Private and public subscriptions. 

4. Exemption from fees. ' 

(3) Feeling ' that the Ithodes 
Scholarship fills a certain , need we 
suggest that these scholarships bu 
Kianted for scholastic attainments 
alone. 

(-t) Application should be made in 
the final year before a set date to the 
îegistrar, stating ut the time, the 
uiiivcrsity to which entrance is dc- 
.slred. The most suitable candidate 
i:ii each university be selected by 
Committee consisting of the Prin- 
cipal and Faculty Deans, the Regls- 
trir and the head of the student body. 
The final selection be made by the 
•:xtcutivc of the f. .N'. V. K., to- 
iell or with an advisory board of 
prominent men selected by them... 
A'.'hilo realizing the many defects in 
hi.s report, we submit It merely as 
something definite and. tangible, hop- 
it will arouso discussion which 
wil! lead lo a more pr.actlcaJ conrhi-

On Federation 



Probably one of the greatest steps 
towards co-operation, and the bring- 
ing about of inti'tnate rclatlonshfips 
between various group.s of students 
in Canada, i.s llie formatioa of the 
Nttlionnl Fijderation of Canadian Stu- 
dents, which held ILs first session !n 
the McGill Union, during the recent 
Christmas holidays. Representatives 
from pr.actlcally all the universities 
in Canada wero pre.«ent, and questions 
of great iinpoiUiiice lo all ftiluro stu- 
dents in our education.!! institutions 
wore discussed. The possible advant- 
ages to be (\erlved from such sL Union 
are many, and have been outlined by 
the delegates under deflndte heads. 
The leaders In this co-operation 
movement look to a bettor under- 
standing, and exchange of IdeaJi, bc- 
tv/een eastern, central and western 
universities; to the possibility of bet- 
ter arrangements for debates and ath- 
letic events between universities; to 
secure 'prlveleges In reduced railway 
fares, for students traveling between 
universities; to a provision for inter- 
provincial scholarships and possibilit- 
ies of government assistance for such 
scholarships; to the formation of a 
clearing house of Ideas between the 
various universities oa matters of 
student governmont, Ktiidcnt publica- 
tions, and student activities generally, 
Even a cursory vlow of the alms of 
this movement, makes one rcallz? the 
Immense 'possibilities of such a fcder- 
atlon. 

Today, In the dominion, proibably 
the- most formidable obstacle to (pro- 
gress, is scctlonallmn. We see this 
not only In our c'cohomlc programs, 
but In our pollllcal llfes and In the 
expression of opinion during elections. 
Wo seem to fall adequately to recog 
nlzo the wholeness of things, to en 
visage our oconomtc and social devel- 
opment In its oivtlrcty. The university 
student looks upon the world through 
tho same blurred spectacles, nol real- 
ising the broad outlook, the poHslblll- 
tlos of oo- operation with fellow stu 
dents In, ether universities. 

Tho Union, as nbn-sectarlon and 
non-radul, will play a loading <i>art In 
overcoming the barriers wliich have 
kept our universities so distant from 
one aiiotlior, not only geographically, 
but spiritually. It will unilto the 
young thinking minds of our domin- 
ion, Into a unified -whole, which will 
breolc down this detrimental view. 
Our Stiudenlti' Representative Council 
should bo congratulated on Its fore- 
slglit in talking part in tho movement 
which is going to exert n. powerful In- 
fluence In tho ivci-y near future.

good at all. 

One cannot wond©^^^^,:CoIloEOs 
pay iprlces out of alt reason to any 
coach that can lurn out u winnlhg 
team, for to tho public that is a good 
advertisement for the college, while .a 
losing learn is a liability. The situa- 
tion, of course, Is unhealthy, and all 
wrong. Tho ipubllc is placing athletics 
too high In the collegiate scale. It has 
Its importance, no doubt, but It is 
silly in the extreme to rate colleges 
In the order of their football Instead 
of their scholastic prowess. 

To quote from the '"Yale News" on 
this subject, an editorial says, "It Is 
obvious tliat criticism Is bound to 
persLsl .among tho masses, in which 
wo include tho jniblic press; but it 
should be more lynored by those 
whom it concerns. If football is to re- 
main the greatest and healthiest u; 
all sports, It will do so by virtue of 
tho .perspective and balance of its .ad- 
mirers. Commercialism and profes- 
sionalism confound athletic contests 
In which that perspective Is lost In 
the iioat of intercft. Yale, Harvard 
and Princeton, should court favor by 
aspiring to football glory, but they 
should not bow down, to the Oanl of 
championship," 

Clear reasoning, this. It shows that 
whilo the general 'public may, and 
docs, havo an entirely wrong angle in 
college athletic sports, the students 
themselves, as oviduinced in this, their 
own publication, sec the situation 
clearly, juid are determined to keep 
S7>ort for Its own salce, and not for 
the Kako of v.iivning all the tims. — 
iSisninrck Tribune.

SINNERS IN PACULTATE 
Will the school of opinion which 
hold that a university instructor need 
only -pass on to his students so uiuoh 
information as l•equlrf^i iindor the des- 
cription of tho course, and that he is 
In no wa.v whatsoever responsible for 
the well- training of class members 
please, for the !»pacc of this editorial, 
give way to the opposite view? That 
leaves unanimity of opinion, and it is 
easy to proceed. 

All are agreed then that., tho in- 
structor is accountable for what his 
stLdcnts do and say and how they act 
and live clear apart from the more 
routine of academic matters, Tho in- 
structors, with the .above concession 
made, are responsible for the- manner 
In which students talk and tho extent 
and polish of their manners. 
' Students must not say "it don't,'; 
but some fo>culty' members do, Being 
intcrnallonnlly known "don't", make 
any difference, the use of the "it do 
not" contraction slips from their 
tongues with regularity. No one Is 
perfect? Certainly not. but there aro 
other Instructors who mark examml- 
nation papers down 'or nO otihcr rea- 
son than incorrect English. If these 
professors are consciously at work in 
a campaign to moke "It don't" acc<îpt- 
nble In good society, tho editorial 
columns apologize. 

But there is another matter about 
wlilch no quarter will lie 'given. 'Tis 
a iinark of unman'n'Crlinoss for. gentle- 
men (?) to wear hats or caps in tho 
rooms or hallways of buildings In 
which there aro w-onien faculty mem- 
bers and students. The practice is 
such that tho man student tliat im- 
oovors his head In a university build- 
ing hiillway Is tho rare exception 
Faculty members— some of the most 
prominent — wear ihelr hats Indoors 
without fall. The fact that tho ofl^co 
or classroom Is on the second or third 
floor makes no difference. Mc n of 
rank in tho professorial profession 
îiavo been seen to stand after class 
talking to womon students about work 
In tiho course with their hats on! Nor 
.Is It uncommon^ for thcin''.to.,DUt._thelr 
hats on before thoy leave tholr offices, 
walk down seveiul flights of stali-.s and 
througli a lon.g liallway despite the 
fact that many women are passing to 
and fro. 

These ore small matters it Is true, 
and aro not meant tu .stand alone. 
Other examples of carilessness in 
spovcli or common coutesy could be 
died. Tho table martners of some 
faculty members could 111 afford to bo 
revlowed tinder tho spotllglit of jiub- 
llolty. An associnto professor has one 
of tiho :boRt "Iwinjo grips;' In existence. 
WUh tho atatlMIclun ready to tell us 
at a moment's notice' what a small 
ptrcenlago of factual Information is 
retained by tho student, The faculty 
member can not say .sincerely that ho 
(has nothing to do other than ig^ve so 
many lectures during the somestor nnd 
so on. He must as well bo an example 
In everyday living. That after all is 
what eaoh of us do most, Ono of the 
last things Stuart .Sh'ermaii WTOto was 
Ma regi-et^ Uiat Hio American people 
spent HO Utile timo "living so thot life 
shall tasto som<i!ihow .fi'ood each day." 

And In caso this la read by faculty 
imember» who feel indignant, let Ihcm 
play fair onout'h to fight off the desire 
lo vlndlcnle their ohallenged practices, 
but honestly attempt to verify what 
has been wiltleu for "the sake of 
Amovlcan oiilturo."

STUDENTS OF TWO COLLEGES 
PROTEST AGAINST FACULTY 
INTERFERENCE IN A THLETICS 



Student resentment against faculty, 
curtailment -of athletics evidenced It- 
self recently In violent fashion at two 
Eastern Institutlonii where the under- 
graduate bodies gave vent- to . their 
fcoltnga In bitter demonstrations 
against the .luthorltleH. These coUeees 
were "West Virginia Wcsleyan and St. 
John's College of Annapoll.H. 

Tho affair at West Virginia Wcsle- 
yan was the outgrowth of a letter sent 
to the nlumni last month by President 
Homer B. Wark of the Institution. In 
this letter Di-. Wark -said that footb.ill 
at his unlver.slty w.x.s being commer- 
cialized and ' "the player.s have been 
receiving pay In the form of tuition, 
fees, books, rooms and board. This 
ha.<< amounted to nearly $500 per man 
thl.i yeiu-". 

President Hl«s«d. 

At Tuesday's chapel service at the 
unlverclty Dr. Wark wtie hissed by 
the students and rumors were preva- 
lent on the campus _that the under- 
graduate body .might resort to a gen- 



cral .strike as a protest to Dr. Wark'e 
proposal to restrict athletics in order 
to provide funds for a new chair of 
theology. 

Although the presrident took no di- 
rect notice of the'chapcl demonstration, 
he announced a special ch.apel ae-islon 
to dIscus.H in detail the rca«on'.t which 
guided tho board of trustees and him- 
self In deciding to curtail athletics. 
Some persons clo.ie to the situation 
hoped this would quiet In a large mea- 
sure criticism of the president's poli- 
cies. All> students were ordered to 
attend the special session or .lufter 
a reduction in their grades. 

The affair at St. John's was also 
the outgrowth of friction between 
faculty and students In regard to ath- 
letics. .\ccordlng to the complaint of 
the Htudent!", Dean Waltor H. Agard 
had set a high standard of studies 
and required athletes to keep up in 
their work. The undergraduates main- 
tained that athletlca could not Inter 
fere with this standard.
